at the timo to tlie general public, but a few 
days later a brief telegram appeared in the 
newspapers, statin:^ that the licet of British 
ironclad.a had anchcreil oil' Alexandria. It 
was not until some weeks later that the 
reason wliy these ironclads had suddenly 
appeared at Alexandria was published in 
tho papcra supposed to be in the confidence 
of the Uovcrnnient. The erisia was over; 
the plotters againat the ivhedive and ]5ritish 
rule did not need any proclamation 
to tell them why tlie irouclada 
were there and they gave up plot- 
ting. From Ibis example it may bo 
aocn how litllo the public are likely to know 
of the purposes of Kiiglaiwl relative- to the 
"ehring Sea.

Ottawa, March 2G, — As far aa can bo 
learned in ollicial circles, no action has been 
taken in regard to appointing a Lieutenant- 
Governor for British Columbia, to succeed 
Lieutenant-Governor Nelson, whose term 
is now expired. British Columbia members 
strongly favor Mr, Mara, and undoubtedly 
tho meinber for Yale would make an ellici- 
ent occupant of thia important position. 
He thoroughly deserves recognition of thia 
kind on account of the valuable services he 
has rendered tho province. Latterly the 
name of Hon, John Robson, the able Pre- 
mier of the province, has been mentioned in 
connection with the position, but while 
it ia recognized by those here who know 
anything about provincial matters, that the 
Premier ia deaerviag of tho highest honors 
that can be accorded him, yet it is well 
known that he has ardently supported the 
nomination of Mr. Mara, hence it is consid- 
ered to be not at all likely that he would ac- 
cept this time, even if the appointment 
were ofi'erod to him. 

The British Columbia Southern Railway 
bill, now uiKler consideration of tho Rail- 
way cninmittee, was to have come up next 
Tuesday, but a postponement has been ar- 
ranged, as a conference with the Canadian 
Pacific Company's ollioials will take 
place later in the week. It is 
learned that tho British Columbia 
Southern company has made a liberal offer 
totheCP.R. If tho latter company will 
build the lino through the Crow's Neat 
Pass the British Columbia Southern will 
hand over tlie whole provincial land grant 
of three million four hundred thousand 
acres to the Canadian Pacific company, with 
the exception of ten blocks of ten thousand 
acres each, I am informed that the British 
Columbia Southern hold eleven thousand 
acres of co,-\l lands in fee simple, but if the 
Canadian Pacific company will co-operuto 
with them and construct the lino a one- 
fourth share in tho quantity will bo allowed 
the Canadian Pacific company. The in- 
ducementa are certainly strong. 

Colonel Prior, M.P. , had a conference 
with the Minister of Agriculture, to day, on 
the subject of the quarantine station ut 
Albert Head.

The Kaiser's Abandonment of the 
Education Bill ^Populap— Free 
Thought Baramouat. ' ^' 



Keminiseeuces of Prussia's Battle for; 
Political Rights, Liberty 

ami Progress. 



London, March 2(5, — A Berlin despatch 
says the action of the Kaiser in abandoning^ ;. 
tho Education Bill, has areatly increased^i^. 
his popttlanty. ' Th6 feeling against. th'e^M 
has boeif stronger than could readily be^bn- 
derstood abroad. It miist be remembered 
that "free thought" bus taken a strong 
hold on the German mind; that cleric.ilism, 
whether of the Roman Catholic, Lutheran, 
or the Evangelical type, is nowhere more 
distrusted and despised, and above,all,.that- 
the education question was the - battle* 
ground of political rights in Prussia half a- 
century ago. Tho early days of the 
roign pf Frederick William IV, were- 
marked by a determined campaign 
against intellectual liberty and progress, 
in which the King's mystical pietism and' 
faith in his own divine misidon armed tho 
obscurantists like I'^.ii chorn and llengstcn- 
berg with almost autocratic powers. Lib- 
eral profcsbors were suspended or silenced*,. 
Liberal newspapers were suppressed, and 
ihe most brilliant v.'riters, most erudite 
scholars, most daring scientists ami pliiloso- 
pliical thinkers sought refuge outside the- 
Prussian dominions. Those days have 
never been forgotten in Germany, and the ■ 
inemory of them e.vpluina much of t.He; 
hatred and suspicion with which clericuliam, 
is regarded. 

It was the theocratic pretensions of the 
King that prepared tho way for tho Ber- 
lin revolution of IStS and tho humiliating 
subjection of the monarch to tho mob. 
"Never, never," avid Frederick William, 
" will I allow a piece of written paper, 
like a second providence, to force its way 
between our Lord God in heaven and this 
land, to rule ua with its pariigrapha and. 
to supersede by them the old holy 
loyalty," These extravagant claims, 
carried out in practice by unimagin- 
ative bureaucrats, brought Prussia lowo^ 
than she had boon reduced since the war 
of liberation. ' The , slaughter at the barri- 
cades was speediy followed by. a crude re- 
action, and the ambitious dreams of a Ger- 
many with Prussia at its head, by tho sur- 
render of Olmutz. Those things have not 
been forgotten, nnd the Gorman people 
naturally look iiakaiice at the theocratic: 
doctrines supported by clerical influence. 
Ill deciding therefore to yield to the over- 
whelming public opinion, the Kaiser has 
shown sagacity and common sense, and a 
strain that might have proved dangerous 
between the sovereign and the people 
has been relaxed. Count Von Eul- 
eiiberg, tho new premier, is a man, 
of approved ability and not likely to make 
any serious blunder. He has a cool head,, 
and, with Caprivi's experience before him, 
it is believed he will not compromise him- 
self iiy too much tnthiisiasin for any 
measure that ia a subject of seriou.s con- 
troversy. Ills appearance in the fjandtaj^ 
on -Monday is aw.iited with considerable 
inl(!rcat. It ia thought that (Jcneral 
Caprivi will retire from oflicc altogeilier 
before long, and that Count Von Eulenberg, 
will bo Imperial Chancellor. ' ;

T. S. Mllllgan Speaks of the Urgent Need of 
Information Belne BlBsemlnated, 

Mr. Thos. S. Milligan, of the firm of 
Monteitli & Milligan, returned from Kug- 
Uuul on Friday night, where he lias been for 
the past several months. His mission, that 
of securing capital for investment hero, lias 
been a successful one. Mr. Milligan spent 
a largo portion of his time in Glasgow, 
where be mot many influential people. He 
was also in I-iondon for ii short period. 
Through tho endeavors of tho C. P. R., ho 
found that most people lie mot were ac- 
(puiinted with tho existence of Vancouver, 
lull few bad any knowledge of Victoria. 
Mr. Milligan had several copies of the Vic- 
toiia IlliiHtrated with him, and when tlie 
eoniparativo statistics of traile and taxa- 
tiioii of tho cities of the province were 
shown, people were amazed tliat the 
chief city w-as.so litllo known. The C. P. K. 
have an ollice in the busiest centre of Lou- 
don, aud pictures and pamphlets galoro are 
there to see and to lie had. Thu ollice ia 
always surrounded by a crowd of people, 
aii.xiouH to learn of tho country through 
which tlie C.I'.H. runs. 

Thinking to secure a few ciipies of Vic- 
toria Illiisti-atod at the agent gciu ral's ollice 
in I'insbury Circus, Mr. Milligan searcliod 
out that place. The ollice had heeii sup- 
I)licd with a fe^^•, but llu'se were all giuic, 
uud tho clerk in charge said that he cuuld 
have advantageously distributed several 
thousand of them. 1-A-eryoiio who saw- 
them, eagerly i-cad the informaiion thuroiu 
contained, and the few Mr. Milligan had 
were loaned around. That gentleman states 
that the Government agency ollice is too 
far away from the centre of tho city to do 
very much good. Many people lie met sug 
gested that it would pay tho Gov 
eminent of British Columbia to open an 
oiiico in the busy part of Loudon, 
directed by an official thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with tho province and . abundantly aup- 
plicd with printed information as to its re- 
sources, climate, land laws, etc. Uther 
provinces and colonies have such a bureau 
of information, and are besieged with in- 
quiries at all times by those who wish to 
make a change for the better. 

Mr. Milligan returns, looking in excellent 
he'ilth. One result of his trip will be the 
coming to Victoria of a number of gentle- 
men of considerable capital. He met numer- 
ous British Columbians in London, among 
them heiug ('. D. Baud, of Vancouver, who 
is doing excellent work for the province in 
disseminating information as to its resour- 
ces and inducing investment, especially in 
Vancouver. Mr. Milligan is earnest in his 
statements that Victoria should be better ad- 
vertised in Great Britain, and urges that 
immediate steps le taken to that end.

NO CASE. 

Tho United States Can Claim Nothing In 
Behrlng Sea Ontshlc.tho Threo- 
Ullo Limit. 

(Post IntoUlBcncor.) 
Mr. Blaine in his despatch of Juno ,'!0. 
1890, formally abandoned tho claim that 
Behring Sea i^ a "closed sea," that is, from 
shore to shore tho property of the United 
State?. E. J. Phelps, a Democratic buvyer, 
minister to Kiigland under President Cleve- 
land, holds that the United States has a 
right to iiolice tho whole of Behring Sea, 
and to treat all seal-catchers found in it as 
marauders, on the ground that the com- 
munity on whoso soil wild animals Bring 
forth their young has a property right in 
them and their otfapring wherever they go, 
which follows them to the open sea and 
makes tho killing of them '200 miles from 
shore a gross trespass. 

Outside of Mr. Phelps no eminent lawyer 
in Europe or America endorses this doctrine, 
and yet it seems to be expected that the 
^United States Government will send our 
navy to enforce the United States statute in 
all parts of Dehring Sea outside the three- 
mile limit. To do this would be to capture 
and confiscate British vessels on the high 
seas in time of peace, and if wc do it we 
may be sure that Lord Salisbury will call 
us to account by renewing his peremptory 
demand of Juno 27th, 1890, that " all 
interference with English sailing vessels 
should absolutely cease." 

To permit the capture of British ships 
engaged in lawful ocenpation on the high 
seas in time of peace by foreign cruisers. 
Lord Salisbury could not ail'ord. Sub- 
mission to such captures would send any 
English ministry into retirement to-mor- 
row. If our cruisers capture British scalers 
wo shall get a prompt protest and w-arning 
from Lord Salisbury. To persist after such 
warning w-ould moan war, and all the dis- 
asters that war implies between two great 
commercial nations who have every motive 
of humanity and sound political policy to 
bo lasting friends. 

The truth might as well be spoken at 
once ; we have no case in this Behring Sea 
matter outside of tho three-mile limit, ex- 
cept what tlio general consensus of inter- 
ested nations, like Great Britain, may ohooao 
to grant us. As a right we can claim noth- 
ing ; and wo are in no condition to extort 
anything by might that we cannot fairly 
claim as a right. 

Lord Salisbury has consented to arbi- 
trate ; ho can ufford it ; ho knows that on 
its merits we have no case, for no sound 
master of international law will for a mo- 
ment entertain seriously. E. J, Phelp's fan- 
tastic claim that the United States can 
claim any more extensive rights for the pro- 
tection of her seals than she can for any 
other represcn tatives of /era natutwf tho com- 
mon law view place seals with -whales, 
shad, salmon, and this is common sense, it 
is very sad that tho fur-bearing seal must 
"go," but go he must, unless Great Britain 
and other interested countries choose to 
grant some special concessions to secure his 
preservation. As a matter of i-itj/il there ia 
nothing to arbitrate, and Ijord Salisbury 
knows that the tribunal of arbitration will 
say so aa promptly as a jury that reaches a 
verdict without leaving their seats. 

As a matter of prudence, our Governuient 
will do v.'cll to refrain from seizing any 
British .iealers in Behring Sea, unless it de- 
sires to hear a renewal of tho, orders 
"jTIands Off" from Lord ,SaIisbury. To obey 
this order would br; luimiliating; to dis- 
obey it would be dangerous. If our Gov- 
ernment is w isc, w-o will not give I^ord 
.Salisbury a chance to put us in tho wrong, 
and then force us either to call olT our dog, 
which will bo mortifying, or to see him put 
to flight.

Captain Uooro's Scheme to Bring tbe 
; ; : Yukon' Mines in Toncli . 

Provincial Goveriinieiit Now Consider- 
iugr tlie Matter— An Article of 
Interest to 'Miners. 



Captain William Moore is a well known 
pioneer of this province, and a man whose 
intiinate knowledge of the vast country that 
' lies to tiie north of us and extends all along 
' the Yukon, has often brought him promi- 
nently before the public. This article is 
written at the present time in order to point 
out liow neccBsury it ia that the old order of 
things in that country should bo at mice 
done away with, and newer niethc^s of 
transport and exploration opened up, which 
will, upon the completion of a simple 'pro- 
ject like the one herein unfolded, leftd not 
only to a better knowledge of that vast land 
through which tlie greut Yukon river flovrs, 
but also to the eiirichniciit of liritish Colum- 
bia by giving her fiontieronion and immi- 
gruntd the right of way into that country, 
now known bo little, l<iit which, without 
queotion, contains boundless possibiliticH for 
, the accumulation of wealtli. While at 
present the district spoken of, aa well as the 
extreme north of British Cohimliia, is sup- 
posed to bo far beyond the limits of ordinary 
setllcuient, the p\iblic n.ay be pre paled at 
any time to hoar of the lii-covciy of impor- 
tant mineral deposits whioh will all'ord th 
necessary impetus, and result, in Ih 
course of a few year?, in the in 
troduction of a considerable population 
into tho most distant fastnesses. Tu-day it 
may well be eharacterixjd by the teem 
which has been employed in connection 
with the Mclvenzio JJasin — a portion of 
"Canada's Great Reserve," and it will bo 
taken for granted that it i^ eminently de- 
sirable that any scheme for tapping its re 
sources should he encouraged rind facilitated 
us far as possible. To tlio cITorts of hardy 
miners, who really will conntitute tho tru 
pioneers of this region, and tho work of 
fur companies 'and traders, tbe peaceful 
conquest of the whole qf the Western por- 
tion of Canada has been due. lu the future 
there is every reason to believe that the vast, 
Almost untrodden land above us, will sup' 
port a large and prosperous population, at- 
tached to the soil,' and making the utmost 
out of its resources. V 

Bcfoie proceeding to epeak of Captain 
Moore's x'l<i>n statement regarding hia pro- 
ject, it may be well to call tho attention nf 
tho public to tho opinions of 
eminent explorers and other competent 
judges, of the possibilities of what 
has often been stupidly imagined to 
hi a anow-bound, desolate country. Dr. G. 
M. Dawaon, than whom there ia perhaps no 
better authority on tho whole continent, 
says, iu an excellent and extended report 
on the subject: " Without including tho 
northeru part of British Coluinbia, but 
restricting ourselves more to the great area 
of 1012,000 square miles, situated to the 
north of the (iOth parallel and west of the 
Rooky Mountains, which I refer to as the 
Yukon dibtrict, it may be said that the in- 
formation now obtained is snflicient to war- 
rant a confident belief in its great value. 
Very much yet reinaiij,a to bo learned re- 
specting it, but it is known to be ricli in 
furs, well supplied with timber and is tra- 
versed by u great length of navigable rivers. 
It is already yielding a considerable yearly 
product in gold, and presents every indica- 
tion of a country rich in other metals, and 
including vast deposits of coal and copper. 
In its northern portion, situated between 
the 00th and G5th degrees of latitude, is 
comprised an area of not less, probably, 
than .'10,000 stjuaro miles, in tho future suit- 
able for an agricultural population, and pre- 
senting none of tho characteristics of a 
Bub-Artio region, which have, in advance of 
exploration, been attributed to it by some 
•writers. The winter climate of the whole 
of this great region is known to be severe, 
and its northern extremity lies within tho 
Arctic circle, but it must be remembered 
that the climatic conditions on the western 
and eastern sides of the continent are by no 
means comparable, and that the mean 
isothermal lines representiDg the mean 
annual temperature tend not westward but 
northward from the Manitoba region. The 
lines in particular which would represent 
tho mean summer temperature would 
assume in tho far Northwest a proximate 
parallelism with the I'aoilic eojst, instead 
of tending to follow lines of latitude." It is 
needless here to reciipilillate tho \\ell known 
causes which produce this remarkable 
dill'erence in climate ; but the lines as 
already drawn upon tlje map:! represent in 
generalizL-d form the aggregate inilucneea 
whicli working together produce at the site 
of Old Fort t^elkirk. on the U:b(l parallel (,f 
latitude, in the U|)per Yukon Hasin, an 
attractive landscape decked with well- 
grown forest and with intervening slopes of 
sniiling meadows, while iu the same latitude 
in Hudson's Straits we find even at mid- 
summer merely a barren waste of rocks and 
ice. 

The Yukon district with tho northern 
part of this province measured from the 
vicinity of D^ase Lake to the intersection of 
a branch of the Yukon with the Mist nieri- 
diau, comprisfis a length of over .100 miles 
of the Cordillera belt of the nest, wlvcli, 
wherever it has been examined, has been 
found rich in nunerals, and particularly in 
deposits of the precious metals. The width 
of this particular part of the Cordilleras 
belt is also great, as it appears as far as ex- 
plorations nave gone, to extend from the 
coast to tho eastern range of thi Rocky 
mountains in the vicinity of the McKonzio 
Bivcr. 'i'his portion of the Cordillera 
region, together with that of the more 
southern part of British Columbia, gives an 
aggregate length, of between 1,200 and 
l,'MO miles, almost exactly equal to tbe 
length of the same metalliferonn belt con 
tained by tho United States, and in all 
probability susceptible of an eventual 
mining development equally great. In the 
northern districts it is true that tho winter 
climate is a severe one, rendering tho work- 
ing season for ordinary placer mines short, 
and likely also to present some special 
dilliculties in the way for (|uartz mining. 
There is, hort'evcr, on the other hand an 
abundiince of wnnd and water, matters of 
great importanci; in coniK ci ion with mining, 
and me.-ms of coniumineiition once provided 
mining o])eratior!s should be carried on here 
at less cost than in dry and woodless 
regions, sneli as are the great jjortions of 
AvW.ituu.. It ia dillieull, If nut impossible, 
tn arrive at even an appro.xinmte slatenieML 
of the total amount of gold which has been 
so far atfordcd by the Yukon district, but 
from such oiujiiirea as ceuld be made in 
1800, tho value of gold obtained in that 
year may bo estimated at a minimum of 
84,000, and the number of men engaged In 
mining at 400. 

Mining can scarcely be said to have begun 
in ibis region more than live years ugn, and 
the extent of country over which gold has 
been found is already very great. Most of 
he prospecting has been confined to the 
ankaand bars of tho larger rivers, and it ia 
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having placed the finances of the country on a thoroughly sound Ijasis, business has increased and progressed, and 








which is really the commercial and financial centre, without any boom or undue inflation, continues to advance in price. Wherever improved 
with suitable buildings, Victoria real estate yields fair return on investment. With these incontrovertible facts 
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only when their iunumorablo tributary 
streams begin to bo closely searched that 
gulch ' diggings, like thosia of Dcase Mo- 
Uane's, and other streams in tho Cassiar 
district, and possibly even on a par with 
Williams and Lightning Crook, in Cariboo, 
will bo found and worked, The general 
results so far have been to prove that six 
largo and long rivers — the Lewia, the 
Teslin, Big Salmon, Peller, Stewards' and 
White yield fine gold along hundreds of 
miles of their lower courses. With the ex- 
ception of tho Lewis, no part of the head- 
waters of any of these have yet been pro- 
spected, or even reached by the miners, 
and scarcely any of their innumerable 
tributaries have been examined. The de- 
velopments made up to this time are sufHoi- 
ent to show that, when means of access are 
improved, important bar-mining will take 
place along all these main rivers, and there 
is every reason to anticipate that the result 
of the examination in detail of the smaller 
streams will bo discovered of much richer 
auriferous matter. When these have been , 
found and worked, quartz mining . will' 
doubtless follow, and tho prospects for the 
utilization of this great mining region in the 
near future appear to bo very promisitig. 

In addition to speaking in most flattering 
terms of the gold and other mineral pros- 
pects of the Yukon district, all the men 
who have written of the country, including 
Dr. Dawson, Price, Schwatka, and Ogilvie, 
unite in stating that as a land for vegetable 
raising it is unbeatable. The vast deposits 
of volcanic ush seem to have acted ua a for- 
tili/.ei- for centuries and the result is that 
magnificent turnips, potatoes, beets, onions, 
cabbages, etc., as well aa hardy fruits can 
be raised without any difliculty whatever. 

Rut all these advantages that lio at the 
doors of the province, ready to ho opened 
up and be made use of by tho first people 
who are wise enough to seize tho oppor- 
tunity, are dormant as yet, or nearly so, 
and while the present method of getting 
into tho country is utilized no change in 
this respect can be looked for. It ia here 
that Captiun Moore steps in with a feasible 
inexpensive scheme for doing away with 
the present serious diflicultiea that exist, 
and opening up a way into the Yukon that 
will be easy, short, and rslievo nuners going 
into that country of nine-tenths of their 
present hardships and difficulties. 

To illustrate tlio inconveniences and 
dangers that men have now to sufler in get- 
ting into the country, it nuiy bo well to 
trace the trip of a ujiner from Victoria to 
Forty Mile Creek. Leaving Victoria, he 
takes a steamer to Juneau, and from there 
goes up to the bead of Lynn Canal, over the 
CJhilcoot Portage, a dangerous road, on 
whicli many men- have been crippled and 
drowned, and where perpetual snow exists 
in the high passes which have to be crossed. • 
When ho gets to the canal he has to hire. 
Indians, who charge 20 cents per lb. for 
provision and baggage carrying from the ■ 
liead of the canal to Luke Liudeman, a dia- 
taiiee of '23 ndlea. Then come other danger- , .. 
ons portages, necessitating more Indian . 
packing, until the head of Lake Bennot is ' 
reached, whence he descends in a raft or 
small boat. 

To supply this man, when ho gets into 
the region, with food and goods of all kinds, 
the following means are taken : The 
Alaska Fur Company's steamers leave San 
Francisco, for 8t. Michael's Island, in Nor- 
ton Sound, which lies about 80 miles north 
of the northernmost mouth of the Yukon, 
and which is, roughly speaking, about ;),450 
miles from San I'raucisco. 'This journey, 
it need not be said, is for small transport 
steamers a most perilous one, taking a long 
time, involving careful navigation, and be- 
ing only successfully accomplished by the 
exerciso of considerable skill. I'ut by far 
the worst portion of the transit ia yet to 
come. At St. Nicholas the goods are 
shipped into small river steamers, for no 
deep channel has as yet been discovered for 
ocean steamers at the mouth of the Yukon. 
These small steamcii-.s travel round tlio 80 
miles to tho mouth among all kinds of ob- 
structions, exposed during the greater ])or- 
tion of the trip to tlio open ocean, whijh. 
often beats in with great fury, and which 
bus been tho means ot wrecking more than 
one steamer, including the well remembered 
disiister to the steamship Arctic, which Mas 
the cause of almost starvation to .SOO miners. 
After reaching tlio mouth of tho Yukon the ■■- 
transports go up the river for sixteen bun- - 
dred miles to Forty Mile Creek, near the 
boundary lino, and there discharge their 
cargoes, the goods having been carried a 
distance of uotunllyovor 5,000 miles through 
immeasurable dilliculties. 

It must bo remembered that neither St, 
Michaels or the mouth of tho Yukon is ac- 
cessible until the latter end of June oil ac- 
count of tho enormous quantity of pack ice 
that-accumulates in those portions of Norton* 
Sound iind Behring Sea, and it is only uhtilr . 
the eiirly part of September, a space of three- 
months, that the ports spoken of are clear. 
In September begin the fierce snow and 
whidatorms, and they are followed once 
more by the ice pack. Then again, the 
water at tho Yukon mouth is often so shal- 
low that no vessel drawing 15 feet of water 
can possibly gob inside. Althotigh the up- 
per river opens up in the latter end of April 
or early in May, at which time fine, warm 
weather is being experienced, it is of course 
useless for miners to look for storca for three 
months after that, on account of the block- 
ing up of the mouth. They only get one 
steamer a year, and casualties are so fre- 
quent that it is wonderful, and indeed can 
only be ascribed to sheer luck, that there 
has not been a grim tragedy enacted in that 
far north regiou' — the death by starvation 
of liundredM of nicu whoso chance of life 
went down with tho transport steamer's 
loss, or maybe through a slight delay in hor 
trip. And this delay is likely to happen at 
any moment. 

Ca])tain Moore's proposed scheme forgiv- 
ing tho minors at Forty Mile Creek, and 
throughout the Yukon district, better ser- 
vice, cheaper rates, and a chance to live and 
make money, as well as the opportunity of 
travelling in and out of tho country at any 
time of the year that they may wish, ia as - 
follows: Ho intends, if matters on which 
he is now engaged turn out satisfactorily,. . 
to build a trail through to Southern Alaska '■• 
and to the waters of the Yukon, that will- " 
not only reduce the packing from 25 cents- i' 
to 3 cents per lb., but will also alTcct the 
carriage of stores, inasmuch as it will take- 
them to tho same spot in a 500 mile jout-noy 
aa the present arrangement takes them, 
to over a -distance of 'SipOO.,- Aridj.'; v'' 
moreover, it must bo taken; ^ into 
consideration that this improvenient 
will not only be benefioial to ^ the ' miners, 
and tn_ the country where they conduct 
operations, but, by bringing all the trallio 
through this portion of the country, will be 
the means of great financial good, the ed'ccts 
of which will undoubtedly be felt by every 
city in the province. 

The route, details of which Captain Mooro 
has submitted to tho Provincial Govern- 
ment, can bo made the easiest trail in tho 
whole province, with tho exception, per- 
haps, of that existing on the Lower Fraser, 
in the vicinity of Now Westminster and 
Yale. And, besides, though the country is 
more rugged the land travel ia short, trans- 
portation will be niado over water nearly 
tbe whole way, and in every respect tho pro- 
posed road will make the Yukon mines 
easier of accss than was Cariboo or Cassiar 
either. 

Comment on tho above facts is noedlese. 
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TBE SOVEREIOltrTT OF THE SEAS. 

The sij^'nificance of the Pichring Sea dis- 
pute does not aeom to bo fully understood. 
Whether or not British subjects shall have 
"the right to kill a few seals in the Northern 
Pacific ocean ia a matter of comparatively 
small importance, but whether any uutieii 
ahull bo allowed to e.^cercise sovereignty over 
&he liigh seas in the I'aeitic or any other 
occau, is a far-reacliiiij; aud a moat niomeu- 
'toua question. If it is admitted that the 
Cnited States can make a large area of the 
Pacific ocean its territory, other nations 
•aiay have a pretext for claiming the owner- 
ship ot seas of much less extent and which 
-could, with far greater propriety, be defined 
;aa closed seas than Behrinc; Sea, which a 
glance at the map shows cannot, with the 
slightest "approach to exactitude, bo called 
*• a closed sea." It is the interest of all 
nations to keep the ocean free as the high- 
way of nations, and the United States, be- 
fore it purchased Alaska, was the foremost 
nation in tho world to assert the right of the 
:ship8 of all nations — of the weak 
as well as the strong — to traverse 
every part of the . ocean without 
let or hindrance. But siuco it has pur- 
chased an interest in the fur seal rookeries 
of the Northern Pacific, its zeal in favor of 
frecdim on the high seas has effervesced, 
jaad it has become as intolerant and as ready 
-to encroach upon the rights of other nations 
as the most exoluaivo uud tho most despotic 
power in exiatenoe. 

JJut the principle that the ocean ia the 
■common property of all nations was aaacr- 
ited before it was known that there was a 
•aeal of any value in the North Pacific, and 
will oontinne to be asserted long after the 
far seal, about which such an ado is now 
made, has disappeared from the face of the 
earth. 

The United States has as great an in- 
terest aa any other nation in denying 
to any power the sovereignty of the 
jseaa. This, its statesmen saw, when they 
tprotestcd against Russia exercising the very 
Jarisdiction which they now claim over the 
waters of the Northern Pacific, and when 
■they grudgingly accorded to Great ]?ritain 
.jurisdiction over a belt of sea three miles in 
width o£f the Atlantic coast of British 
.'America. The action of the United States 
with respect to territorial limits on the 
eastern aide of this continent is in striking 
■contrast with its claims on its western aide. 
On tho eaatorn si('e tho Americans contend- 
ed that tho British territory extended no 
farther than three miles from the shore, 
following the sinuosities of the coast. They 
-treated with ridicnle the British claim 
-that the three miles should be measured 
from a lino drawn from headland 
ha hcadhuul. They hold their ves- 
sels bud a rightto fiuh three milus 
from the shore, in the bays, as well as in 
tho open sea. It should be remembered 
iibat the body of water in which they 
claimed this privilege — tho Gulf of St. Law- 
rence — is almost entirely surrounded . by 
British territory and can, with great pro- 
priety, bo considered a " closed sea." But 
the Americans kept up tlieir claim to fish 
within a marine league of the shore of the 
British colonies bordering the Gulf of St. 
Xawrence as strongly and with as much con- 
fidence aa they now claim exclusive juris- 
diction over a aection of Hchring Sea, which 
is iiiany times larger and greatly more open 
than the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Tho incon- 
^lEtcQcy of the claims on tho two sides of 
the continent, must strike any one who 
studies them, as grossly and even 
absurdly inconaitent. If the Ameri- 
cans were at all con.sisteut, they 
would not oven go bd far na to sulnnit their 
claim to jurisdiction over tho waters of tho 
ISTorthern Pacific to arbitration, but would 
frankly and honestly admit that such a 
<:laim is untenable, and in tholnterost of 
the Utiited States itself ought not to be iu- 
•jiat'wl upon. 

a liei talk about the United States going 



to war to assert a claim which, only a few 
years ago, comparatively speaking, it, 
throunh its representative, declared to be 
untenable, is simply absurd. Tho Americana 
know as well as the British do that they 
have no greater rights on the Pacific Coast 
than they are willing to allow the British 
on the Atlantic Coast. The Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer expi:p8Bed the convictions of a 
very large proportion ' of the American 
public, when, on Thursday, it said : 

"The treaty of arbitration before the Sen- 
ate involves really but two ijointa; first, 
have we any right' of exoluaivo jurisdic- 
tion over the waters of P.ehring Sea, and 
second, have wo any right "of protection or 
property in tho fur tcala frciiuenting the 
islands of tho United States in Beliring Sea 
when such seals are found outside the ordi- 
nary three-mile limit 

'•On both of these pcints in our judgment 
wo are morally certain to be beaten. No 
international tribunal is likely to concede 
our claim of exchisivo owneraliip of a part 
of tho North I'ucitio ocean, in area twice aa 
turtje aa the Carribean aud larger than the 
Mediterranean sea." 

Our Seattle contemporary tpeaka of tho 
theory tliat Americana have a property 
right in the seals and that they should not 
bo treated as /era: natural as absurd. Our 
contemporary looks at the question from a 
commonsenso point of view, aiul we feel 
satisfied that the concUisiona at which it has 
arrived are those which tho great majority 
of tho American people will come to after 
they have thought over the subject. 

WILL THE OJIINESE RETALIATE 1 

We see by a Washington telegram to tho 

San Francisco Bulletin, that the Chinese 

Government is very well posted aa to tho 
condition of the Chinese in America, and aa 
to the legislation before CongreBS, with re- 
spect to the men of that race. From an in- 
tiTview which its correspondent had with 
the Chinese Minister, Tsui Kwo Gin, it 
y.-ould appear that the Chinese Government 
ia not at all well pleased with the treat- 
ment which (Jluiianien are receiving in tho 
United States, and with its exeluaion laws, 
present and proposed. The Minister holda 
that if the United States wishes to put a 
stop to Chinese immigration, it should be 
done by means of a treaty with China. Ho 
contends that for the United States lo agree 
to a treaty, providing for the admission of 
Chinese, and then to override it by an Act 
of Congre-'.s, is hardly acting in good faith. 
This conclusion ia a very natural one to 
come to, aud it does soem as If the Heathen 
Chinese had a pretty clear idea as to what 
constitutes covenant-keeping and covenant- 
breaking, When asked plainly "If the 
United States puta further restrictiona on 
Chinee immigration, will China exclude 
Americans from her territory 2" he answered 
after some hesitation, and in a diplomatic 
way. This is his reply : 

"It seems to mo that tho Americans 
should consider tho situation and withdraw 
from China of their own free will. I will 
answer your question by asking you ono. 
Let us suppose that the American Minister 
ill London should say to the Chinese Min- 
ister, ' Y^m keep away from the American 
Legation house; we don't: want you here.' 
Do you think the Clunese Minister would 
visit the American Legation any more 'i and 
do you think the American Minister would 
expect mucli of a welcome at tlie Chinese 
Legation ''. Vou may dra\v your own infer- 
ence. Again, suppose that one of tho 
Washington banks should aay to another 
' we won't Iiave anything more lo do with 
you; wo will not handle your pajjcr,' and 
say that next week that same bank sliould 
aak tho other for a loan of §100,11(10 or so, 
do you think it would be acconunodated " 
Tho American people are talking a great 
deal about reciprocity just now. They 
should remember that resiprocity works two 
ways." 

Thia ia pretty well for a Chinaman. 
From this it is but reasonable to conclude 
that she Govemment of China will not re- 
main indiffesrent while foreign nations make 
laws hostile to its subjects, and that if the 
United States wishes to keep up a friendly 
and profitable interoourao with China it 
must treat the Cldnese fairly. It ia quite 
evident that tho Chinese Minister at Wash- 
ington is clearly of opinion that non-inter- 
course is a game that two can play at. 

A FORECAST. 

The British Conservatives have been 
making careful enquiries in order to find 
out what are their cliances of success at the 
next general election. The Timea has had 
a commissioner engaged in tho work, and 
ho has carefully gone over tho constituencies, 
ono by ono, and has given the public his 
conclusions in a seriea of ietter.^i which must 
be exceedingly intereiting I') .ill who wish 
to gain a knowledge of tli,; p. ilil.iii.l con- 
dition of tho country. The fi-inkiie-8 of 
tho Times correspondent wilt astonish 
Canadian party politicians. He evidently 
described the constituencies as ho found 
them, not pcrndtting bis politicul predilec- 
tions to bias his statementa or to ritiate his 
calculations. His conchisiona are not at all 
favorable to the party whicli tlui Timea 
supports. Ho makes no attempt to buoy 
up weak-kneed Conservatives with false 
hopes. He does not allow them to live in a 
fool's paradise until after the election, but 
does his best to convince them that if they 
are to win when tho appeal is made to tho 
peoplo they must work hard and peraever- 
ingly. Thia is his forecast : The general 
election will result in the roturtt of 254 
Conservatives and 42 Liberal Unionists ; 
that is he expects that 290 supporters of 
tho Government are sure to bo returned. 
On the Opposition aide he calculates that 
'JOD Gludstouee will bo returned and 82 Irish 
homo rulers. This will give tho Opposition 
282 supporters. There are, he considers, 02 
scats doubtful. 

This cidculation is not very satisfactory to 
either party, and amounts tO an admission 
that the commissioner himself has no idea 
what will really be the result of the olec- 
tioita. Tlie ninety-two doubtful seats are 
an element of uncertainty which must be- 
wilder and dishearten all but the moat con- 
fident and courageous of the politiofti oalou- 
lators and prophets. ^ 

There were in the preB|nt Parliament a 



few months ago 30-i Conservative and 05 
Liberal Unionists. This makes the Govern- 
ment Party^369 stront;. The Opposition was 
formed of 215 Gladstonians and SO Irish 
homo rulers, 301 in all. This gives the Gov- 
ernment a niojority of 08. It ia not quite as 
muph,,iw,:i that/nowi,; but the bye-elections, 
have not made as miich difference as many 
seem to suppose. This calculation, 
by a competent man, who had made 
the matter a special study, does not give 
either jjarty much lo builil on. There will 
be no doubt, changes ia public opinion bo- 
fore .the eleotion. But at the present moment 
it does not appear that the men of either 
party have much reason to be at all confi- 
dent as to what will be the result of an 
appeal to tho peoplo. 



A SETBACK. 




PRfiLOTIOiiLLY WITHOUT RESKnVJ3. 



The silver men of the United States must 
be sadly disappointed at the icsult of the 
recent debate on the free coinage «|Uoation. 
When tho session began, they were confi- 
dent that they would carry their measure 
through the Houso of Representatives by a 
large majority, and they also c.dculatod 
upon its passage through the Senate. The 
majority in that body would not bo large, 
but they had no feara of its being defeated. 
It turns out that they could not muster 
enough votes in the House of Representa- 
tives, where they were certain of carrying 
all before them, to have their bill laid upon 
the table. The probability ia that it ia 
shelved for the eeasion, for there are iudica 
tions that quite a number of members who 
favored free silver a little while ago, are too 
well pleased to witness its temporary defeat 
to encourage the party leaders to bring it 
up again. 

Iti. has, of late, been very CTidcnt that 
the Democrats made a mistake when they 
placed the free coinage plank in their plat- 
form: Sagacious observers saw that the 
great majority of the peoplo are in favor of 
honest money. They saw that tho artificial 
inflation of silver by tho Government would 
throw buainesa into confusion, and not 
make timea bettor or moiu'iy moro plentiful. 
The Republicans, by their opi)isilion lo 
free silver coinage, were strengthening 
thomselves in the country, and, therefore, 
putting themselves in a good position to 
carry on tho presidential campaign. The 
chances of that campaign are nbw always 
before the eyes of American politicians, and 
almost everything they do, or refrain from 
doing, has reference to tho presidential 
election. As free coinage baa been found 
not to be a trump card, it will, most likely, 
be discarded by tho Democrats, with all 
convenient speed. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

SOMK apace liar who sent a telegram from 
Victoria to the Fresno Weekly Republican, 
says that no white men are engaged in the 
British Columbia sealing vessels, but that 
there arc over 800 Chinamen and 540 In- 
diana employed.

The number of Chinamen 
on hoard the sealing veaaels ia so small as 
to bo not worth mentioning.

ANOTHER DROWNING MYSTERY. 

Boily of a Stranger Picked Out of the Harbor 
Near the Customs Wharf. 

Coroner Morrison will hold an inquest, 
to-morrow (Monday) morning, on the body 
of an unknown man, found, yesterday morn- 
ing, in the waters of the harbor, near the 
Customs House. The body waa discovered 
by a man named P. Saunders, who reported 
to OtUcer Driscoll, of the city police, and 
tho corpse was removed to Chas. Hay- 
ward'a morgue, where it awaits identifica- 
tion. There were found in tho pockets of 
the clothes, a tox receipt bearing the name 
" W. Dunn," a couple of receipts from 
Friendship Lodge, No. 170, A.O.U.W., 
San Francisco, a number of business cards 
of the American Boiler Company, of Oak- 
land, Cul., and 25 cents in cash. 

From appearances, it is judged that the 
body has been in the water about ton doys, 
and an effort is being now made by, tho 
police to find out if a man of this name.bad 
been living at any of tho hotels or boatfiling 
bouses in the city during tho pcfst two 
weeks. There are no marks on the body to 
give color to the supposition oi^ foul play, 
and the only theory, so far/ is that de- 
ceased fell into the >rater off the dock.

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IN THE SAME OLD RUT. 

Two Honrs of Discussion Brings the 
Board of Aldermen to Tlieir 
Old Position. 



Tha Deadlock Continues— What Will 
the Board Do on Wed- 
uesday ? 



A special meeting of the City Council 
was held yesterday morning, at 10 o'clock, 
in the committee room of tho City Hall. 
There were present : tho Mayor, in tho 
chair, and Aldcrinea McKillican, Duvlin, 
Baker, Lovell, Hall,. Humbcr, Hunter, 
Musa and Stales. ' 

A reBolutlon was broni»ht forward author- 
izing tho oxpenditnro of §250 for tho asseaa- 
ment o' property beyond the present city 
limits. It was adopted unanimously. 

His Worship tho Mayor, after a few in- 
troductory remarks, urged the members to 
look' in a common sense n ay at the question 
■ td'Which he had referred in the following 
communication to tho Council ; 

TliOj^ndersigncd reooninienda the Council 
to reconsider tlicir action as regards tho un- 
dermentioned subjects, and advises the 
passage of resolutions to bring intoopenitiou 
the following course ; 
' 1. That the action of tho Council on 
March 2, 1892, respcotlDg the position of a 
city engineer, surveyor and water comtais- 
sibner be,reiiciudod. 

(2) That the action of tho council on 
March 0, 1892, respecting the minutes of 
the oounoil meeting, on March 2, 18912, 
be rescinded, and that the minutes of that 
meeting as thus amended by the above re- 
commendation bo now adopted. 

. (3) That the action of tho council on 
March IG, 1892, respecting tho non-adoption 
of the minutes of the council of March 9, 
1892, bo rescinded, and that; the minntes of 
that meeting as thus amended be now 
adopted. 

(-1) That tho action of tha council respec 
ting the non-adoption of the minutes of the 
council meetings of the 16th and 18th of 
March be rescinded, and tho minutes of 
those meetings aa thus amended be now 
adopted. 

(5) That tho notice given to ilr. P. J 
Leech, C.E., that his services as city sur 
veyor will not bo required at and 
from April 1st, 1S92, bo with- 
drawn, and that Mr. Looch bo employed by 
the corporation as formerly uutil tlio couu 
cil decide otherwise. 

Ror.iiKT Bk.we.s, mayor. 
Ald. Bakku objected to the manner in 
which the Jiluyor had spoken on tho subject 
of the adoption of the minutes. Ho had 
- always understood that the majority ruled 
/on every question, and the Mayor was not a 
majority in himself. 

. After the minutes relatini; to the appoint 
ment of a city engineer had been read to 
the (Douncil 

Ald. MoKlLLIOAN stated that he had a 
conversation with Mr. Wilniot, tho present 
assistant sanitary engineer, about tho mat 
ter, and tliat the gentleman had_ expressed 
himself willing to give his' services to tho 
city as soon as the sewerage work was com 
ploted. The Alderman thought that here 
they bad a most capable man right at their 
doors, and he was sure that if chosen he 
would give general satisfaction. 

Ald. Bak.hr wanted to know what guar 
anteo the Council had that Mr. Wilmot was 
a competent num. There was morn than 
ono member of the Council who didn't be- 
lievo'that the sewerage system was being 
carried on as it should be. 

Ald. Halt, dissented from tho last speak- 
cj, and said that no man liad any right to 
malto such a statement, unless he had ex 
aniiued the plana, and could talk intoUi 
gently on the .sulij'.'Ct. 

Ald. Ilr.NTLR said that be would like to 
know whether these Ahlennen who spoke 
so positively against the sewerage system 
hud made any calculations about it. If 
they liad not, he could not see what they 
were grumbling about. One of tho clever- 
est engineers in America had made hiaoalcu 
lations, and had lound that the system was 
amply sufficient to supply the city's wants. 
Sensible men should not depreciate things 
they know nothing about. 
-, Ald. Devlis, coming back to the origina 
■ point, asked if the Council could nullify the 
result of a ballot. He proposed that Mr. 
luck receive 30 day's notice, and one 
months' salary. 

Ald. BAKKKsaid that if Mr. Tuek was 
possessed of any feelings they would bo hurt 
very badly by this time. It was only the 
rif;bt thing that he sbouid get a month's 
salary. It was the very least the Council 
could do. Ho thought with Aid. Devlin that 
the iiiiiiutcs should be adopted. If, after 
that waf done, any amendment were Intro 
duccd it would no doubt be carried. 

Ald. Lowhll could not see what good 
another vote would do. The Council would ho 
divided in the same manner. 

Ald. HtiNTKit said that he had been in a 
most pecidiar position throughout the whole 
of the voting. The first words he had heard 
against Mr. Tuck wore in the Council itself. 
Ho had then investigated, and had he 
known what he knew now ho would never 
have cast his vote for that man. But he 
did not now want to make a fool of liimself 
by altering his vote. If the minutes wore 
adopted, however, a motion rocinding ihc 
appointment of Mr. Tuck could be afterwards 
introduced, Mr. Tuck had been elected, but 
not appointed, and he did not want to 
throw away any $200 of the Council's money 
for nothing, 

Tho Mayor stated that he had seen Mr. 
Tuck, who had asked him when he should 
begin work. Ho h.ad been told that he 
could do nothing until he received ollieial 
aottfioation of his appointment, 

^Au>, Hunter said that he would like to 
8(i[y -something in regard to Aid. Humher's 
ideas. The > latter was laboring under a 
very great misapprehension. The adoption 
o{, the minutes was not the principal point 
at issue at oil. The disputed matter could 
bo just as well dealt with on the spot. Ho 
might imagine, if his nature was ut all sus- 
picious, that some of the members wore 
anxious to adopt the minutes and then turn 
round and resoiud the motion under dis- 
cussion. 

Ald. T.Aiu'.ii charged Aid. Hunter with 
being afraid to adopt the minutes because 
there might he a furtlicr objection on the 
same grounds .is tho present. 

Ald, lIi'NTKU replied that ho had never 
at any time promised to rescind ar.y portion 
of tho minutes, nor hud any olh<!r alder- 
man. 

Ald. Hall thought that tho diacussion 
had cone on quite long enough. They had 
not done anything yet. If Mr. Tuck liad 
any feeling at all ho would have withdrawn 
his name long ago from ttie.competition. 

Ald, Hunter said tHat if a majority of 
the Aldermen woiild ogree to expunge from 
the minutes tho portion in question ho 
would agree to their present adoption. 

Ald, Stylus failed to see Iiow thoy could 
expunge this portion. Ho could not help 
thinking his worship was wrong in his re- 
commendations in this particular question. 



The Council were aatisBed th«,t the minutes 
wore u faithful record of what had taken 
place at that meeting, and, therefore, these 
minutes sbouid be adopted. It would be 
establishing a very bad precedeut after 
practically electing a man to rescind such 
aption betoro tho minutes of that meeting 
w'cre adopted. If this sort of thing were 
curried on there would bo no progress with 
corporation buaineaa. It would be virtually 
acknowledging that a minority of three 
were more powerful than a majority of 
seven. 

Ald. Lovell said that ho had gone to a 
good deal of trouble to ascertain who was 
really the best man for the position. After 
tho election, he found out wliat Mr, Tuck's 
character was, aud ho did not think it in 
tho true interests of the city that hia ap- 
pointment should he confirmed, 

Ald. Hli.MiiEii was of the aamo opinion. 

Ald. McKii,i,ican said ho 'jould not un- 
derstand at all the course of action that 
Bomo of tho aldermen were taking in this 
matter. Notwithstanding their acknow- 
ledgment that Mr.Tuckwaa unfit for tho post, 
they stuck to what they knew waswrong, 

Ald. STVLK.S said tho men who were 
making the charges wero frightened to come 
out and say so, 

Ald, Devlin said it was certainly tho 
intention at tho time of the election that Mr, 
Tuck should bo appointed to tho ollico. It 
had been customary to adopt the minutes, 
and ho could see no harm in adopting theni 
in this case. If sub.sequent information re- 
garding tho appointee's character showed 
that he was not a fit anil proper person to 
till tho post, then they could let him go ; 
but it was tho right and fair thing to cum- 
pensatn tho person whoso appointment had 
Ijoen rojcinded. He woul]^ suggest that 
Mr, Tuck bo given SO days' notice. The 
appointment had not met the approval of the 
people of tlie city on the ground that the 
salary wiia not large enough. If more were 
olfored a better oloss of applicants would 
apply. He had no axe to grind in this mat- 
ter; ho felt sorry about the action he hart 
taken at a recent meeting of the Council ; 
ho certainly had acted stubbornly tlien, 
and was sorry' for it. He. was now willing 
that these minutes should be adopted. 

Ald, Mttnn said that once applications 
had been called for, the applicant balloted 
for and the appointment coiitirmed, it was 
establishing a very dangerous precedent to 
act as some of tho council proposed to act 
in this case. If there were fjU applicants 
aud tho worst one was chosen and the -19 
let go would it bo right to contirm that 
man's appointment ? The Coiiucil's manner 
of appointing oHicers was all wrong. If 
there sliould bo fjll applications, how cnuUl 
any alclernuin Uiake himself acijuainted with 
tho (lualitieations of each ? Anil if he did 
not know au applicant's qualitications hnw 
could ho he done ju.stice to '.' In boards, 
companies, and societies tlio meiubors were 
ballotted for and re-ballotted, suhniitted to 
comndttces and examined, so that proper 
men be appointed. No business body in 
tho world would act as some of this council 
wanted to do in this matter. If the coun- 
cil wont on ua it was going they would soon 
have to apply to tho legislative machinu at 
James Bay to appoint guardians over the 
council. Certainly a serious mistake bad 
been committed. 

Ald, McKillican moved, and Aid. Hun- 
ter seconded, that the reconmiendations 
made by the mayor be adopted. 

Ald, dlVLiiS moved, seconded by Aid 
Devlin, the following amendment, " That 
the minutes of the 2ad, 9th and Kith inst, , 
be adopted as read." 

The amendment was put and restilted as 
follows : — 

For— A.ld, Styles, Devlin, Humber, Hall, 
Baker. 

AcALvsT — Aid. Hunter, MoKillican 
Lovell, Munn. Hia Worship save his vote 
for the resolution, making a tie, and the 
motion \va3 therefore lost. 

The Mayor wished to explain that the 
resolution he had brought in at tho begin- 
ning of tho meeting was the best cfun- 
proniise he could suggest between all parties, 
i'he Council had not chosen to adopt it, but 
he could conscientiously say that he had 
done his duty in the matter. 

Ai.D. M(;KiLLicA.N moved, seconded by 
Aid. Uuntcr, that the recommendation 
brought in by tho mayor, be carried. 

Tho vote resulted in exactly tho same 
deadlock as before. 

Hls \Vousiiii' said bo had not signed the 
minutes of these meetings. Ho luul been 
acting in compliance with the wishes of the 
Board. The statute said that the minutes 
sliould lia signed by the Mayor, but it did 
not say when they sliould bo signed. I'he 
by-law is more explicit, hut the st;',tuto al- 
ways prevails. There was nothing very 
serious in the adoption of tho n.inutes. It 
v.'as just like the procedure in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly — a mere fortnalily. 

Ald. Devlin' wanted to know from His 
Wor-ship whether it was too late to intro- 
duce a hill into the Legislature respecting 
the establialiing of a crematory in this city 

The Mavou was not prepared to aay. lie 
then read a letter from F. G. Richards, jr., 
on behalf of the owners of the patent of the 
Pacific Sowing Machine. This company re- 
quires from the city a SflO.OOO ami bonus 
and if they receive the same will start work 
immediately. They have a capacity of 50 
machines daily, the plant costing §125,000, 
tho works occupying two and a half acres 
of land, and employing steadily ono hun- 
dred mechanics. The company expect to 
have for their market the Dominion of 
Canada, Australia, China, and Japan. Tho 
commmiieatioii whieh was aililressed to the 
mayor and merely read informally, then 
recited in detail the various advantages of 
the I'auifio in comparison with other sewing 
machines. 

The council adjourned until next Wed 
nesday at 8 p.m. 



DOWN FEOM CARIBOO. 

Dolnes In llie North of tho Province— A, Ilild 
Winter— MlnlnK Machinery Moving In.~ 

Mr. William Rockett, who returned last 
night from Quesnelle, and other parts of tho 
Cariboo district, brings down some news 
that will doubtless bo found of interest. Ho 
arrived on the first through stage that has 
traveled nut of the country this year, 

Tho Ramos mining machinery was landed 
at Quesnelle last week, smd will remain 
over there until tho middle of April, when 
it will be taken 00 miles to tho mines. Its 
arrival will no doubt stininlato tho industry 
to a very great extent. Last Saturday 
there wore foilr feet of snow in all the up- 
per diatri.ils, and it is this that will delay 
tho immediate advance of the new material. 

Mr. Rockett went to Quesnella in Octo- 
ber, to rebuild the old Quesnelle Bivdr 

ridgo, .which had been standing 
since 1873. The new structuro just com- 
pleted is a handsome looking piece .of 
work in every respect. There are one span 
of 200 ft., and two of 100 ft,, a king truss 
C4 ft., treaties 80 ft., and tho balance in 
girder in bulk|work, the whole bridge being 
i3f)0 ft, long. Tho work was delayed from 
last Buumier intentionally, so that tho work- 
men might bo aKsisted in their work by 
having ice on tho river, but it was found 
when October camo that there was no ico at 
all, and indeed the winter all through was a 
remarkably open ono. 

The cuttle all along tho country are look- i 
ing splendid, and tliere is no dearth of ' 



fodder, ' Already, ploughing has been 
started at Lake La Haohe. The flour mill 
at Quesnelle, whiclf has been shut down all 
winter, ia now running again, and there is a 
fair amount of wheat to keep it going, 
Laat year's harvest was not, however, a 
success, and this year there will probably 
bo a bad crop, owing to the absence of snow 
during tho winter. 

All tho winter there have been many 
men and a good deal of freight going into 
the mines, and 40 miles from Quesnelle, at 
tho forks of tho river, there is quite a rush 
of niou from the 150 niilo liouao on Cariboo 
Road. At that spot there are also tented, 
parties of Sound prospectors, with a large 
number of catile, who are hunting land. 

Mr. KocUetc will now go to Agassiz, 
where ho is to build the Experimental Farm 
buildings for the Dominion Governnieut, at 
a cost of about §10,000.

complete and undisputed eontrol of him. 
Two days ago be was discharged — cured for 
■ all the world knows, and unless the consti- 
tution hii3 been so luulenniiied that tho will 
power is doiid, tlicn: iu no reuson why the 
■cure shouhl not he pernuiiient. 

Those Victoiiiuia, iind there »rc niiuiy. 
•who recollect lieiirini; of this most uiiforLii- 
nate case, will rec ill thu face that when 
■Gilinan was incareurated, he was one of the 
>moat pital)lo apucinunis of humanity iiriag- 
luahlo, Totally inesponaihle for_ hia ac- 
tions, and with the single object in life of 
satisfying tho craving of the depraved ap- 
petite which possessed him, lie wus little 
better than an animal, if yet so good, the 
body, tho outer shell "made in the imago 
of Uou," huving become a use- 
less, bloated and abused structure. 
No one who liad ever seen a 
case of tho kind could mistake it, and every 
line of the face, the trembling hand, the 
nerveless lips, tho bloodshot eyes — each told 
the sad, sad story. • 

When first placed in tho Provincial jail, 
GUinan Was so. broken down, that it wus 
almost impossible to put htm at anything. 
Light work was, however, found for him, 
ana the stimulant that for so long had been 
-deemed essential to his existence was taken 
away. !For two weeks or so, the prisoner's 
condition was more miserable than ever, if 
such a thing were possible. Then nature 
began to assert herself. Tho good, wholo- 
somo food and the regular course of life 
hud its sure and certain effect, and with the 
re-building, ao to spoaU, of tho body, the 
brain also began to recover, until, after 
about two months' treatment, no one would 
liave recognized in the strong, healthy, vig- 
orous young man, who kept regular 
hours and did a liard day's work 
along with his fellow-prisoners, the 
broken down, almost ediotio wretch, wlio 
had been forced into confinement for his 
own good. Kvery day tho improvement 
continued until when the day came for his 
discharge Gilman fully realized the con- 
dition he hnd been in, and vowed that, come 
what would, not another grain of the fatal 
poison would ever enter his body. 

This case is certainly a most interesting 
one. Whether the cure will bo permanent 
-or not remains to be seen, but those who 
have been tntereated iu the cure of tho 
patient have very strong hopes. The only 
fear is that the first dose may bo taken. 
That would be liko putting a match to a 
powder train, and all the good work now 
done would bo speedily undone. It is 
understood that Dr. J. ti. Helnicken has a 
couple more interesting cases of the kind 
in charge, and many will look forward with 
interest for tho results.

'A Confession— Doubts Yet Bemain as to Ills 
Identity With Jaok,the Bipper. 

LoNOOS, March 26.— The papers to-day 
publish a story of Deeming's confession 

cabled from Melbourne. Tho story caused 
intense excitemenl, in Whitcchapel. Tliere 
is much difficulty in fixing tho two White 
cliapel murders to which Deeming is said to 
eonfess. Altogether there are 10 murders 
attributed to "Jack the Ripper," but there 
is much doubt as to whether the last two 
were committed by tho same hand that com 
mitted the other eight. 'The police of the 
Leman street station do not place much be 
lief in the confession that Deeming com 
mitted these last two crimes. Tlio last 
Whitechapcl murder, that of Frances Cole, 
occurred in 181)0. Tho police emphatically 
state that the murderer was not Deeming 
as he was then serving a term in jail for 
larceny. They admit, however, that, if his 
confession refers to the murder of Alice 
Mackenzie, which occurred in 18S9, and of 
Mary Kelly, which was committed in 1888, 
it is possible Deeming is telling tho trulli 

PKunr, West Australia, March 20.— 
Swanston Deeming, tho wife murderer, was 
taken from here to Melbourne, to-day, un- 
der protection of a stront; escort. 
^ Melboubne, March 20.— To-day, a state 
Ihent was published by tiie Argus, which 
'declared that Deeming, the murderer, had 
inade a confession. A strong suspicion is 
entertained here, and in England, that 
Deeming is the notorious "Jack tho Rip- 
per," ana this suspicion is borne out, in u 
measure, not only by Deeming's appear- 
ance, which closely agrees with tho descrip- 
tion given of tho Wiiitechopel nuirderer 
'but by tho alleged confession. The Argus 
is a trustworthy newspaper, and there is no 
reason to doulit the truthfulness of the 
atiLtement Ujade to-day, that l^eendng 
acknowledged that he lulled his wife 
four children in Uinhani \'illa, at Raiiihill, 
near Liverpool, and that he murdered ai 
mutilated tho last two women whoso bodi 
were found in tiio purlieus of Whitechap^ 
Although he has etwifuasoil that these l\ 
Whiteehapol wouien fell victims to his 
mania for iiunder, hi^, while not denying, 
•doe.s nut admit that he killed the other 
Whitecliapol women, whoso murders, at the 
time, attracted tlio attention of che whole 
world.

VENEZUELA'S REVOLUTION. 



Aiiai'cLy aud Terrorism on All Hands 
—Life iaud Liberty Are 
Uuaafe- 



The People Stricken With Pear- 
Prisons Filled With.Proml- 
nent ditizeria.*' 

New York, March 26.— Tho Herald's 
special from Caracas, Venezuela, says: A 
crises has been reached in the political 
struggle in thia country, and from all parts 
of the Bepublio come ' reports of uprisings 
against President Palaiiios. Palioios' at- 
tempt to retain hia dictatorahip, for such 
hia oilico haa now become, or failing in that 
to have a figure head elected to succeed him 
na President, haa arraigned the highest 
court of tho land agaiuab him. Its 
adverse.deoision, in regard to hia right, to 
oonticiue as Chief Magistrate, when the con- 
stitution clearly declares ho ia not 
entitled to the oHico, brought 
the executive and legal powers 
in direct conflict. The result is that 
scones of despotisnt, tyranny and terrorism 
have been witnosaed within the past twenty- 
lour hours in this city recalling tho very 
\vorse periods in the history of Venezuela. 
I'ahicios' claim that ho ia president ia pro- 
nounced an outrage liy the ,Supronio Feder- 
ation Court, which adds that ho holds the 
oHice illegally. The supreme ecnirt consists 
of as many nHuiibei a as there are states. 
The rcpresciitalivcs of eaclistate fiirnish the 
data oi the ])rincipal members and their 
aub.stitutcs and from each state's list Con- 
grcaa choosca a rneniher and a substitute. 

The proiuinciameiito of the court throw 
I'alacio into a great rage. Ho "nlered 
the arrest of the entire court, and inside of 
21 hours every one of the judges were be- 
hind prison bars. Accounts of this high- 
handed action spread rapidly. Conserv- 
ative men, who had hesitated to 
range theiiisclves against tlie (lov- 
ernmcnt, now gave up all hope 
of a peaceful adjustment of aH'airs aud 
joined the reljels. All the re'ivnrta confirm 
the general belief that the revolution haa 
become ao wideapread that there will be 
great loaa of life before Palacio coinpiera hia 
eneiiiiea or they succeed in killing him. 
Caracas is in a virtual state of siege. Lifo 
and liberty tire unsafe. People do not ven- 
ture out of doors after night-fall. Arrests 
are being made on all aorta of prctexta, and 
the prisons will soon be unablo to accom- 
modate those who are committed to them. 
Miiny prominent men are imprisoned, 
among them a lariie proportion of the Sena- 
tors aud Deputiea from the eight statea. 
The United States war vessel .Newark ar- 
rived at Luguuyaro, yesterday. She will 
remain there until ail tho trouble 
is over, so as to protect the interests of 
Americana in Venezuela. lb is impossible 
lo exaggerate the excitement now existing 
in Caracaa. .'\t any niomeut the streets 
may be filleil with armed citi/.ena 
driven to desperation by a rule 
under which ricli and poor, high 
and low, statesmen, anil the humblest lesi 
deut now tremble. There is a limit licyond 
huinan endurance, and it is i|iiestioiiablo if 
it has not well nigh been reached by 
I'aiacio'a terror stricken subjects.

NO MOKE "MODUS." 

IllgUly Imtirobable Tlytt Lord Salisbury 'Will 
Aeree to th e 'jr. 8 . Demands . 

London', JIaroh 20.— It is reported, to 
day, that Lord Salisbury is more resolved 

than ever not lo renew the moihi.i rin iidi, 
and that the meditated Liberal attack upon 
its policy in ISehring .Sea lias only strength- 
ened the purpose of the miiiislry in this re- 
spect. 'I'lie ( lijvernnu-iit feels it will bo 
sustained by ihc country in refusing to ac- 
cede to tho Anieriiinn demand, aud it is 
generally admitted that the latest note 
of Harrison, threatening the use of the 
military and naval forces of the United 
.States to enforce the .American claim to ex- 
clusive rights in Bcliring Sea haa aroused a 
strong anti-American feeling among the 
masses, which ia refjected in the press of all 
ahadea of political opinion. The Govern- 
ment believes the newspapers voice the 
popular sentiments, and that the ministry 
will be supported in resiating the elaiia that 
liehring Sea cannot be entered for sealhunl- 
ing purposea. As to naval preparations, 
there is no doubt the instructions cabled lo 
Admiral Hotharn do not involve any lioatil- 
ities against the United States, lint 
the fact is that at the usual time of en- 
trance of tho Canadian sealers into 
Behring Sea nearly tho whole strength of 
the British I'acilic a(|uadron will be within 
easy reach of the scene of dispute r.iid ready 
to carry out aueh onlci.s as may tliitn be 
dcciiH'd ni'ccaaiiry, wdiile it is also insiniiat- 
,il, bi'fore .luiie, a jiart of the Mritiab 
C'hineae .■-i|ua(lrim will hr on its way acrnas 
the I'acilic. 'i'hc niithorilics are ollieially 
reticent, hut there is plenty of talk going 
on in the clubs and elsewhere by ofiiciala 
and others in a aemi-olfiuial way, that docs 
not proniiae any backdown on the part of 
llie Miniatiy.

3SMMA ABBOTT'S ASHES. 

They Have Been Dcposltea la the $60,000 
Mouuincnt In Gloucester. 

All that was mortal of Emma Abbott, 
the famous songstress, was laid in its linal 
resting place to-day, says a recent sjiecial 
from (iloucester fliasa. The ceremony 
was intended to be kept strictly private 
The only [)ersons present besides M. L. 
Wetherell brother of iMiss Abbott's hus- 
band, were a group of actors now playing 
at the Gloucester opera-house, who gath- 
ered around the most costly private monu- 
ment in America in Oak Grove ceuretery. 
A hack drove up to the monument and 
three men, the executors of Miss Abbott's 
will, alighled. One carried a brown p;i- 
pLr package about ten inches acjuare, 
which contained tho ashes of Emma Ab- 
bott as they were received from the cre- 
matory. She was cremated in her famous 
i^tT.OOO dress, and the ashes, abouta quart, 
were sealed up in a s;pi:u-e copper urn, 
which was placed in a wooden box or 
casket. The bux was in the same eondi- 
ticji) as it was when it was received from 
Sampson's creniat(>ry in Pittsburg, nearly 
a year ago. .Since then it has been in a 
safe in New Yoik. 

The cover of tho box was removed, and 
then tho I'utsida wrapper of tha urn oi>u- 
taining the ashes was taken off. The 
package was bound with wide red tape 
and sealc'd. i\lr. itL'iiihalter, the jiartner 
of tho coiitractors of the monument took, 
tho box and placed it in the receptacle, 
while the others stood watching h.im. 
There was no prayer, no word was ut- 
tered, and the speetators did not even 
remove their hats. It was the climax of 
sim])licity and in ccnnpleto accord with 
Miss Abbott's wishes. After the box 
had been deposited in its place the heavy 
cover of tho receptacle was put in posi- 
tion and the whole covered with broken 
stones and cement prepai'atory to the 
placing of tho great stone above it, which 
will form the floor of tho monument 
canopy. 

Tho arrangement of the interior of the 
monument is as follows ; Tho lower com- 
partment contains tha casket of .Mr. 
Wetherell, inclosed in a catacomb of jiure 
white marble herriietii-ally sealed. On 
top is bailt the columbarian. Tho re- 
ceptacle is about thirty inches sijuare and 
built in solid masonry. Into this a white 
marble box, mortised at the corners, was 
fashioned. Tho corner of this box is so 
cut as to partly tit intcj tho interior and 
partly to pr(>ject over the sides. Tlie 
box weighs L'oU p 'Unds, and is cemented 
solidly into the striictui'e. 

Every item of iMiss Abbott's ex|jlicit 
instructions to her executors has been 
strictly carried out. The largo estate 
left by tho singer has been nearly set- 
tled, and tho beipiests are now being paid 
as fast as possible. The (Iloucester be- 
(|uest.s, which include SIO Oi)l) to the Con- 
gregational church, .?.">, 000 each to her 
nieces, the two daughters of Mr. Weth- 
erell, and .$10,000 to hor mother-in-law. 
.Mrs. Martha G. Wetherell, were paid 
to-day.

Tli is 
pus or matter is the vaccine virus of 
commerce. Ooosc-finills, which liavo 
been s(!rape(l with a knife until they 
present a rough exterior, are rubbed in 
this virus. 

The virus from one abrasion is suili- 
cient to coat lO.ono ([uills, which, "fter 
being .so prepared, are tcoliUlcally called 
'•points." 'J lu'sf points when ready for 
shipment look very inucli like ordinary 
goose-quills, the virus coatingnot being 
visible to the naked eye.

American's : Views— Annexation 
to the United States 



•Only Salvation of tlie Kiiigdom— An 
Experiment with Coffee 
i.Eaising'. 



(Orrgoniaii, Jlnrcli, 19.) 
James P. Moflott and wife and child 
liavo returned from a pleasant trip to tlie 
■Sandwich Islands. When Mr. jNIullett 
deft liere, nine months ago, his health 
"(vas very poor and there was but little 
Iiopo for recovery, but the stay on the is- 
lands has made a now man uf hini, conso- 
-quontly ho cannot siiy too much in praise 
of the charjning islanders and the delight- 
ful climate of "the cmuitry. JIo is as 
brown as a true-born Kanaka. While <ui 
itho islands he laid aside business care.s 
i-andlooked out for Im health. .Queen 
Lilioknlani was very kind to Mr. and 
Mrs. Moflott, and invited them soveial 
times to attend rece|jti()u.s at tlie piilace. 
IMr. !\Iofl"ett met a number of I'ortlanilers 
in Honolulu, among them .John Ellinger, 
wlio, he tlunks, is a greatly wronged man 
in many respects. He say.s ICIlinger is 
trying his best to do what is right, his ex- 
penses are nominal, and he is conducting 
himself in a proper manner. Mr. jMoM'ett 
is so deliglittid with the islands that he 
intends to return next spring and invest 
his niimej' in a coU'eo jjlaiitation. The 
publishers of the Paradise of the Pacilic, 
the leading paper of the islards, extend- 
ing niiuiy courtesies to him and made his 
stay pleasant. 

" Annexation tn the LTnitcd States is 
the only salvation for the islands," said 
Mr. Moffott to a reporter yesterday after- 
noon. " For that matter v.'c own them 
now. Everything tliey need is bouglit 
from us, and what they have to sell is sold 
to us. In a word, thoy are dependent 
upon us for everything. Upward of §10,- 
000,000 of American money is invested 
on the islands. To all intents and pur- 
poses Hawaii is an American colony. Its 
people celebrate Washington's birthday 
and all the American holidays just as en- 
thusiastically as we do. On Fourth of 
.luly they have (iroworka and national 
airs. The islanders t'-k-^ life easier than 
any other people in the v. orld. Thuii 
ufiice hours are from 9 to 5, and it is con- 
sidered quite the fashion to work three 
hours a day. Everybody makes money 
and spends without stint, just as old- 
timers did in California in the days of 
gold. You can imagine the extravagance 
when I tell you that in Honolulu, a town 
of 20,000 people, there are 200 licensed 
hacks, and beside every family of any 
consequence keeps carriages and riding 
horses. When there is a fire even the 
firemen jump into hacks and drive to the 
scene. 

" Sugar is not as profitable an industry 
on the islands as in former days and times 
are somewhat hard. This is due to the 
McKinley tarifl' act, political agitation 
and the increased loss of labor. In times 
gone by the Chinese were glad to work 
on the plantations for ^ a month, but 
now they are paid $15. These things will 
equalize themselves in time and business 
will improve. Kona coH'oe will be one of 
the staples of the islands in the future. 
It grows wild on tlio island of Hawaii. 
Ellbrts are being made to cultivate it, but 
cofl'ee raising is yet an experiment. 

" Queen Liliokalani is an estimable old 
lady. Just now alio is doing her besi to 
improve the morals of tlie kingdom and 
is doing he best to suppress the horrible 
Hula Hula dance. She is a strong advo- 
cato of temperance. 

"Politics are in a shaky state on tlio is- 
lands, and but for the ijrosenco of an 
American man-of-war at Honolulu, there 
would be an outbreak now. II. W. Wil 
, cox, who was educated in Italy at a cost 
-of ^20,000 to the government, and who 
was the leader of the last rebellion, is 
still feverisli and is likely to cause trouble 
at any time. He has a confederate named 
C. \V. Ashford. This Aahford is the fel 
low who defeated annexation to the 
United States several years ago, and 
shortly after visited England. Ho was 
recently elected to parliament, but ho has 
not the interests of the peojilo at heart. 
As he held an office previous to his elec- 
tion to parliament, it is probable that his 
seat will bo dechired vacant. 

" One of the most enler()risin£f men 1 
met in my travels was 15. F. Dillingham, 
an American, who is president and one of 
larg.cst owners of the Uahu railway, which 
runs to Pearl Harbor. The harbor 
wanted by the United States for a coaling 
station. With iu\ expenditure of about 
§800,000, it could bo made one of the 
finest harbors in the wcn-ld. 

" The natives are disappearing very 
rapidly. When Captain Cook visited the 
islands 100 years ago thera were 400,000 
but there are now only l!0,000, includin 
women and children."

In the year 1803, after the government 
of the Japanese islands had put down tho 
rebellion which had bi!0n in existence for 
two years, many heads were lopped off 
and many rebels banished from the cimii 
try. Among 1 ho latter were a score oi 
more of adventurers who were not nil 
tives, hut Europeans. Some had gone in 
with tho rebels for the sako of adventure 
and plunder, and others had been forced 
to join by circumstances. The fe.ar of 
being involved with other governinents 
decided the Japanese authorities to spar 
the lives of these foreigners and at the 
oamo time rid the islumla of their [iros- 
euce. There was in the port of Yokoha- 
ma at the time an Australian brig named 
the Robert IMay, commanded by Cap ain 
Henry Welles, and she was chartoiod to 
lake fourteen of these rascally adventur- 
ers to the south and land them upon any 
one of the isilands of tho Bonin group 
which should ]irove the most convenient. 
As all ot them wore lo(J;ed upon as des- 
perate men, tho .Japanese gcjvernnient 
was willing to pay a g(;od price to get 
them out of tlio country. There must 
have been money in it, for the brig or the 
captail^would not have meddled with 
such a dangerous cargo. 

The brig had an English crew of nine 
men and a boy, and the captain's wife 
was with him. .John Lee, the s;ulor with 
the twi.sted leg, was one of tho crew. 
Tho brig had part of a cargo of tea, and ;i 
space in her hold under the main liateh 
was fitted up to receive the priscuiers. A 
dozen muskets were br<jught aboard, tho 
pris(mers guarded the same as convicts 
would have boon, and Captain Welles set 
sail in tho full cvpectation of landing 
them according tcj instructions. Ho was 
not the man to de/d with such rascals, 
however, as events speedily demonstrated. 
Every man in the pen know where ho 
wiis to bo landed, and that witliout shel- 
ter orprovisions, and from the tirst going 
aboard thero was a determination to rise 
on tho crew and take tho brig. It was 
on tho night of the fourth day out and 
during !i squall, which came near dismast- 
ing the brig, that tho plot was carried 
out. 

Thero are many things tc> bo said in fa- 
vor of the desperadoes. They desired to 
capture tho brig without bloodshed, and 
but for tho dogged obstinacy of the caii- 
tain this would have been done. Ho 
called upon the crow to rally, and when 
he found himself unsupported he fought 
the gang alone and sinide handed until 
killed by a musket ball. Ho was tho only 
one killed, though some of tho crew were 
wounded in the lirst rush. John Leo was 
aloft at tho moment, and in his fright and 
confusion he met with a fall which broke 
his leg. The mutineers sot it and gave 
him careful attention, but in tho setting 
they twisted it around and the bono knit 
and left it in its present shape. Having 
got possession of the brig the desperadoes 
were for a time divided as to what should 
bo the next move. They had had enough 
of Japan, and no one had any idea of 
turning pirate in waters where a man-of- 
war was to bo met with two cu- three times 
a week. It was finally decided to run to 
the southwest and land upon some unin- 
habited island above Formosa and enjoy 
a free and easy life for a season. To this 
the crew of tho brig agreed, some pleased 
with the prospect of such a life and others 
realizing that opposition would be of no 
use. 

Mrs. Captain Welles was a woman 
about thirty years of age, full of energy 
and resolution. Her treatment by tho 
mutineers did more than anything else to 
win tho crew over to their side. Tho fol- 
lows were led by an Englishnmn named 
Tom Jones, who was no doubt a thor- 
oughly bad man, but in this case ho 
should be accorded all duo praise. (Jn 
ihe morning after the capture of tho brig 
Mrs. Welles was interviewed in the cabin. 
She was told that the men had possession, 
and that it was proposed to get her out 
of tho brig and out of harm's way while 
they were yet under control. They did 
not dare speak a ship nor land lior at any 
port, but would set her ashore on .some 
island and provide her with moans to 
take care of herself. She agreed with 
them that this was the best they could he 
expected to do, and for the next two 
days and nights she was left entirely un- 
disturbed in the cabin. Thero was plen- 
ty of rum abroad, but between the mate, 
who was now acting as captain, and Tom 
Jones, wh.o was tlie leader, nothing like 
drunkeiiiiesa had occurred. 1'he " good 
times" were being i)ut off until they 
could find a safe haven .aomowhero. Job.n 
Loo was lying in his berth with a broken 
leg, but was kept posted as to what was 
going on forward and aft. 

On the afternoon of tho third day tho 
brig reached the island of Sliaiigweii, one 
of tho Loochoo group, and a boat was 
lowered and pulled ashore to investigate. 
It was only a small island, nearly circular 
and about three miles across, and was 
found to be uninhabited. J ohn Leo says 
ho bogged for tho captain's wife to take 
liim along, but sho probably either fear- 
ed that he would prove a aorious case on 
her haiuls or become a inonace to her 
safety if he got well, and she decided that 
sho would rather go alone. The boat 
which set her ashore carried all hor 
clothes and tho personal effects of her 
husband, with beof, pork, bread, wine, a 
musket and ammunition, sonio books, and 
in fact whatever else sho asked to bo id- 
lowed to lal;e. Jones and three iiioii 
went ashin'u with her, and they not only 
found a g<'od spot fin' a camp, but con- 
structed a shelter for her and put all her 
goods under cover. No W(unaii could 
have fallen into tho hands of mora despor-

The brig 



sailed away just at sundown and sho wa< 
left to begiii her Crusoe life. 
^\;7Fhe ulan'd Ua^acai^^^ left bo- 

hind'beforo the men on tho brig began 
their carouse. Two.days later they beach- 
ed their vessel in a cove on ono of the 
Borodino group of .islands, and for many 
months peace and war reigned by turns. 
Fnnn the very hour of landing dissen- 
sions arose,, and it wasn't a week before 
the crowd split into two part'iiis and lired 
ajiart in fear of each other. John Lee, 
according to his own statomont, was no 
better and no ivorso than any of the 
others. Thero was nothing to do but 
aleep and eat and drink. 'I'he brig was 
plundered at will, and as proviaioiis began 
u grow scarce there was more drinking 
nd loss eating. The lirst man killed was 
tlie mate, and this took jilaco about a 
fortnight after landing. Uis death was 
speedily followed by that of a second 
man, and after that thoro was no restraint 
on tho evil jiassicms of the living. A'^^ 
length, tired and disgusted with the » 
orgies, the Jones party attempted to ge_ 
tho brig alloat and leave the island. Thoy 
wore discovered, and a terrible fight took 
place and five men wore killed. Tho brig 
w.as likewise set on fire and destroyed, 
uid from that time on until tiio British 
unboat Foxhound touched at tho island 
lid took off tho four survivors, tho mon 
did little else but hunt each oilier to tho 
ath.' 

'I'he island upon which Mrs. Welles was 
m.arooned lies off the east coast of China, 
and is still uninh.abited. Oii the day 
fter she had been jiut ashore she made a 
smoke signal on tho west side of the is- 
iid to attract attention, and it came 
near proving her destruction. A native 
rading craft, with a crew of four men, 
food 111 to iiivestigal e, and the ca])taiii 
uid a hoy came ashore in a small boat. 
No sooner was it discovered that she was 
ilono than a plan was concocted to rob 
or of her possessions. Had this suc- 
ceeded she would probable have boon 
murdored as well. Thanks to the desper- 
adoes who had marooned hor, she was 
armed, and tlio result of the affair was 
that she shot the captain dead and drove 
the survivors olf the island. From that 
iine on she was in such fear that she 
made no further effort to attract atten- 
tion. On two occasions ships which she 
elieved to bo manned by Europeans 
ime so near that sho could have signaled 
them, but she let them pass without do- 
g so. 

It was a real Crusoo life the captain's 
wife was compelled to lead, and while 
tlioro wore many drawbacks thoro was also 
certain amount of enjoyment in the sit- 
uati'in. Sho first set about building a 
use, and tho men who inspected it when 
ho was rescued were agreed thst.few man 
could have done better. It was a frame- 
work of poles covered with one of the old 
sails given hor, and from the atones along 
tho boaeh slie had ciuistruoted a fireplace 
which m.ade her lunno comfortable in the 
id season. From the tirst alio discarded 
or own attire and dressed in hor hus- 
and's clothes, atrd when first seen by the 
rescuing party sho was supposed to be a 
man. Her second adventure, occurred 
fter sho had been on the island about 
four months. 

A native craft put in one day and land- 
ed a man who was evidently a lunatic, 
lo was no sooner on shore than tho boat 
stoned away, and the man's conduct 
soon proved that he was bereft of his rea- 
111. He began singing and shouting and 
mciiig, and tho woman hastened to shut 
er.self up and prepare for discovery and 
ttack. She did not hear from the man, 
however, until next day toward sundown. 
Then he m.ade a sudden and tierce attack 
upon her house, and in self defense she 
hud to shoot him. She only wounded 
him, however, and ho ran down to the 
sea and plunged in and brought about his 
own death. 

One must wniuler what a woman, situ- 
ated as the eajitain's wife was, could find 
to do to pass away the time. After build- 
ing her house and getting the interior to 
suit her, she captured and domesticated 
liiilf a dozen parrots. Thero was also a 
species of dove on the island, and she 
built a cote and soon had half a hundred 
of them about her. Then she transplant- 
ed vines and flowers to moke homelike 
surroundings, and when time hung heav- 
ily on her hands she cut away at the un- 
derbrush or gathered firewocid. There 
was a beautiful spring of cold water about 
a quarter of a mile from hor house and on 
higher ground. With the ax left her sho 
cut down and hollowed out small trees 
unt il she had a continuous line of troughs 
from the .sin-ing to a point near the Ifouse, 
with a supply of water almost great 
enough to run a mill wheel. 

One more startling adventure befell tho 
woman before she was rescued. In fair 
weather, when she had nothing to do 
about the house, she was in the habit of 
taking a niuskot and making tho circuit 
of the island, which \. as a journey of half 
a day. She had returned from one of 
these excursions when sho caino upon 
three Chinese sailors fnmiajuiik lying ofl' 
the island They had come ashore with un 
empty water cask in search of water, ond 
having caught sight of hor houbo were 
plundering it. One of the trio had his 
arms full of goods and was on his way to 
tlio boat when she came up. Hor sudden 
appeariince cou[)led with tho discharge of 
her musket, tumbled the fellows into 
their boat omiity handed and left her tho 
water cask as a trophy. The junk hung 
about tho island for a day or two, evi- 
dently anxious to land, but mystified and 
afraid, and finolly sailed away and left her 
in peace. 

It was just thirteen months and a day 
from hor landing before Mrs. Wolles was 
rescued. It might havo been far longer 
but for . I ohn Loo and his companions. 
When thoy wore taken aboard tho Fox- 
hound they told of tho woman having 
been marooned, and after some time 
spent in locating tho island she was found 
and taken off. There wore four men left 
to bo tried and punished by British law 
for what had happened. When I ask-ed 
tho old sailor about this he refused to ex- 
plain. Wlieii I pressed hiui ho became 
sullen and morose and winild talk no 
moro. Ho wasn't hanged, of course, but 
the recollection of a long term of impri- 
sonment wouldn't be very soothing to 
him.

It may be diiVni^od by 
means either of frosted lamjis. dioptric 
shades or silk shades. The light wil' 
be much more pleasing, and the loss in 
light will be found to be much less 
than is nsnally supposed. A properly- 
illnniirialod roimi is one in whioh the 
light is evenly distributed and no irri- 
tation is caused by the source of it be- 
ing'' too apparent. I'jleetrieal eng'incors 
are beginning to reeoj^'nizc tliat the dif- 
fusion of light is tin art in itself.

A remarkable organization of tramps 
and doadbeats has been unearthed in 
this city, says !L (lUthrie (0.
